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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued Jthat the_Sayers_reference 
fails to anticTpateclaims 8'ahd 16 because" Applicant "alleges'fhat Sayer's cellular phone system is patentably distinct from from the 
claimed cordless phone system. Examiner respectfully disagrees. A cellular phone is a type of cordless phone. Further, a cordless 
phone system is functionally the same as a cellular phone system. Both systems utilize handsets in communication with a base station. 
As noted in the Final Office Action, Cellular telephone systems are systems in which an area is divided up and the respective divisions 
are each served by an independent base station. A cordless phone system is one in which a cordless phone is associated with a base 
station through two way communication (see Specification, page 6). Applicant's claim is directed towards a phone system with multiple 
base stations where the base station within range acts as the conduit for communication. Thus, Applicant's invention is a form of cellular 
network. Further support for this conclusion is provided by Applicant where Applicant notes that the invention creates a "cellular like 
telephone environment" (See Applicant's remarks submitted 3/14/06, page 8). 

Examiner further notes that Applicant does not claim a cellular system that does not use cellular phones. Nor does Applicant's 
specification does not define any functional differences between cellular and cordless phones. As a result, Examiner continues to 
maintain the Sayers anticipates the above-cited claims. 
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
